Although the objects of this meeting 
I presume are well understood by all

The antiquity of the institution of 
Freemasonry is well established by the

It is certain 
that it was the medium by which the 
leaven of civilization, morality and 
science, was carried through what are 
emphatically called the dark ages, to 
expand and adorn the enlightened age 
in which we now live. A large portion 
of the great and the good in all ages 
have composed its members. It was 
early introduced into America, and 
cherished by he most eminent founders 
of the new world. Most of the heroes 
and sages of the Revolution belonged to 


viating the miseries of mankind— 
and that much pleasure and even 
happiness is enjoyed at the convo- 
cations of the craft, we all know: and 
to even repeat the names of conspicuous 
worthies who have belonged to the in- 
stitution, or those who have witb an un-

ter and the crash of worlds,” yet the 
institution may be driven from this earth 
by its inhalitants becoming too base 
and degenerate for the abode of so 
sublime a resident: but this can be 
etlected only by ourselves; by ourselves 
1 mean, we who still protess to sup- 
port and revere, the institution and its 
principles, All the despots of Europe, 


order nor the spirit of the times answer- 
ed their expectations or forwarded their 
designs, seceded therefrom, and denoun; 
ced every thing relative thereto. All, 
then, with one accord, became the loud- 
est and most bitter of ourenemies. ‘To 
the uninitiated, it would naturally ap- 
pear that such a phalanx of deserters,” 
arrayed in opposition to us, would strike 
the fraternity with consternation and 
dismay.

If their parents were hus- 
bandmen or artists, they taught their 
children their own profession, Their 
girls were taught to spin and weave, 
and it was a universal maxim with therm 
to keep their young people constantly 
employed. They tied the feet of those 
who were too fond of walking about.— 
A precept most warmly impressed on 
the minds of their children was truth in 
conversation, and whenever cetected in 
lying their lips: were pricked with the 
thorns of the aloe. ‘They were taught 
to stand so much in awe of their parents 
that when grown np and married, they 
scarcely ventured to speak before them. 
Some of the first Spen’sh missionaries 
have furnished #s with the exhortations 
and advice, given by the Mexicans to 
their children. The matter contained 
in them is worthy the attention of every 
one, andas they furnish us with a strong 
evidence of their moral refinement, we 
cannot avoid giving an extract. ‘The 
following is a-part of the advice given 
by a father to his son. ‘* Mock not, 
my son, the aged andimperfect. Scorn 
not him who you see fall into some fol!s 
or transgression, nor make him re- 
proaches; but restrain thyself and be- 
ware lest thou fall into the same error 
which offends thee in others. Go not 
where thou art not wanted, nor interfere 
in that which does not concern thee.— 
Endeavor to manifest thy good breed- 
ing in all thy words and actions. In 
conversation do not lay thine hand up- 
on another: nor speak too much; nor 
interrupt another’s discourse. If thou 
hearest auy one talk foolishly, it is not 
thy business to correct him; keep si- 
lence; but if it does concern thee, con- 
sider first what thou art to say, and do 
not speak arrogantly, that thy correction 
may be well received. Never tell a 
falsehood; because a lie is a heinous 
sin. When it is necessary to impart to 
another what has been imparted to thee, 
tell the simple truth without any addi- 
tion speak ill of nobody. Do not take

He vented his grief in se- 
cret, and to conceal from his sight eve- 
ry thing that might recal his sorrow, he 
caused the door of his son’s apartment 
to be closed up by a wall. He showed 
to his subjects that although he was in~ 
capable of repressing the feelings of a 
ather, and scaling up the fountains of 
his grief, yet he would never permit 
them to overcome his zeal for the laws, 
and the rigid impartiality in their exe- 
cution. 

One of the most renowned heroes fof 
ancient Mexico, was a king of Acolhu- 
acan, who died inthe 15th century.— 
‘This prince was no less celebrated for 
his courage than his constancy and love 
of justice. A great part of his revenue 
was spent in relief of the poor, particu | 
lerly these who were old, sick, and in- 
capacited from business. To prevent 
the destruction of timber, be prescribed 
limits to those who cut wood, and pun- 
ished all trespassers with severity. Be- 
ing anxious to know whether this regu- 
lution was. strictly conformed to, he 
went out one day in disguise with one 
of his brothers, and took the way which 
'ed to the foot of the mountain where 
the prescribed boundaries commenced. 
There he found a youth employed in 
picking up some chips which remaived 

the wood that had been cut. The 
king asked him why he did not go into 
the woods and procure wood; the boy 
repiied that he would be punished by 
the king if he did for it was contrary 
to the law. The king then offered him 
a considerable reward if he would go. 
beyond the boundary and cut wood, but 
the boy still nobly refused to violate the 
law. The king was so much struck 
with his honesty, that immediately he 
gave orders for enlarging the bcunda- 
ries which he had prescribed, that the 
poor might be able to obtain wood with 
less difficulty.—{ Illinois Monthly Mag-.

Storm 1x Missourt.—The St. Louis 
Times of the 29th ultimo contains an 
account of one of the most violent and 
destuctive storms that was ever known 
to prevail in that part of Missouri The 
wind blew with irresistible violence— 
the thunder was heavy and the light- 
ning uncommonly vivid. The Times 
says—‘for atime, the bolts were. dis- 
charged at a distance, but with quick 
repetition, but as the clouds gathesxed 
aud condensed, they came neater ‘nd 
nearer, and at last seemed as il- they 
had made the air above théir batile- 
field.’ But very few persons werein- 
jyed—a negro woman was killed by 
lightning, and some damage was done 
to the steamboats lying at the wharves. 
The range of the storm, which came 
from the N. W. and some particulars of 
which we subjoin, was about a mile in 
width: 

In our city, the injury caused by the 
storm was principally inflicted upon the 
north western part of it, and on the high 
ground. We believe that almost every 
house in that district sustained more or 
less injury. Some were unroofed, and 
the walls rent away. Others had both 
the gable ends blown off, without doing 
further injry, and others were com- 
pletely razed with the earth. . Trees 
were uprooted,and their broken branch- 
es carried to considerable distances ;— 
and several unfortunate communities of 
boards, that happened to be socially as- 
sembled together, wére separated, as 
we fear never to meet again. In the 
lower part of the town, awning, sign- 
boards, the tops of chimnies, and roofs, 
were scattered hither and thither, and 
it would have been to the imminent dan- 
ger of any one’s life to have been in 
the streets at the time...

‘The roof of the latter 
was covered with sheet lead, which was 
rended off and blown away, or twisted 
up into heaps on the house. One large 
rol] was carried to the top of a house 
on the opposite side of the street.

berland; and many as I was informed 
by a gentleman yesterday, have erected 
shantees in the mountains to remain in 
until health is restored. Eight cases 
occurred yesterday alter dinner, and all 
are dead.’ 

‘This dreadful disease has filled ma- 
ny portions of Kentucky with death 
and horror. An editor residing in that 
state, in describing the surrounding 
ravages, stys,—‘A messenger arrived 
on Sunday morning from Flemingsburg 
and announced to us the thrilling’ and 
appalling intelligence that our father 
was no more, anc that two dear sisters 
had been attacked with the epidemic. 
We hurried to the scene. father 
anda sister had been borne to their 
graves, and another sister was breath- 
ing her last. We watched by her, wept 
over her-—and she dicd! How mary 
have suffered and done like this, and 
how many are yet to suffer and do like 
it. In this village, out of a family 
thirteen individuals, it is stated that 12 
were carried off by the disease.’—[Ga- 
zette.

Death of Mr. Walsh. 

Madrid, May 28.—With a profound 
rief we announce to our readers the 
death of Mr. Charles S. Walsh, Secre- 
tary of Legation of the United States 
at this Court. This gentleman had 
been some time ill; till at length, havirg 
exhausted all the resources of medical 
science, he determined tc try the effects 
of a change of air. Accordingly he 
left town, accompanied by his physician 
and a faithful attendant, in order to 
proceed to Valencia; but his sickness 
overcame him on the way, and he was 
obliged to stop at Quintanar de la Or- 
den,, where he fell a victim to the vio, 
lenee. of a confirmed consumption.— 
What makes the . affliction more griev- 
ous, is the fact that he was cut off in 
the bloom of life, being not more than 
32 years of age, and in the midst ofa 
distinguished career. The deputy of 
the Minister of the United States, who 
arrived at Quintanar soon afier the death 
of Mr, Walsh, made arrangements for 
the celebration of funeral honors, with 
all the respect and decorum which time 
and circumstances would permit. There 
was no want of co-operation on the part 
of the authorities, civil and eclesiasti- 
cal; and he was intered (conformably 
to the intentions of said Minister) 
with all the honors due to his rank.— 
Under this sad bereavement it may 
serve to console the family of this gen- 
tleman, to know that nothing has becn 
omitted to prolong his life; that he was 
surrounded with all the aids which 
science and friendship could dictate, 
and that he died recognized by the Church 
as a Christian Catholic.

Metancnory Occurrence.—We 
are under the painful necessity of re- 
cording another instance of self-destruc- 
tion adding one more to the numerous 
and accumulating catalogue of names 
‘tegistered as suicides. ‘This morning, 
Mr. N. P. Baker, of the firm of Baker 
& Blanchard, merchantsin Kilby-street, 
was found drowned in the dock at Liv- 
erpool wharf. He boarded at Mrs. 
Smith & Harrington’s in Pearle street. 
He took his tea Jast evening as usual, 
but appeared thoughtful and melan- 
choly. At his customary hour, about 
11 o’cleck, he retired to his chamber 
and went to bed. His body was found 
this morning, about 6 o’clock, at low 
water by a laborer. His breast wes 
still warm, but we do not learn that any 
attempt was made to resuscitate him.— 
He was fully dressed, having on his 
coat, boots, vest, stock &ec. His hat 
was in aboat, and the boat rested on 
his legs. A coroner’s inquest sat on 
the body, and returned a verdict that 
‘the deceased came to his death by 
drowning himself; cause unknown.” — 
He left his wateh and pocket book at 
his boarding house. Mr. Baker was a 
native of Ipswich, and was about 33 or 
34 years age.

‘‘That he was freeborn, and left 
Petersburg, Va. in 1822 on his first 
voyage for Africa, to ascertain wheth- 
er it offered a favorable prospect to the 
colored people of the U. States; and on 
his arrival in January, 1824. became 
convinced that it was the place where 
liberty and equality reigned—or would 
reign. On the site of the Colony, no 
shelter was then found but the thatched 
huts of the country, and in them they 
rested, laying half the night on their 
arms, for fear of an attack from the 
natives. Now there are six or eight 
settlements on that coast, some more 
than one hundred miles distant from the. 
original colony; and in all that vicinity 
slave traders are aftaid to. show them- 
selves, although after his first arrival he 
has’ seen séven of their vessels atone 
times The horrors.-he ‘has. fosajerly- 
witnessed he alluded to; and stated that 
the had helped to take off the handeuffs 
from recaptured slaves prepared for. 
Aransportation. 

He has also seen the effects of preach- 
ing the gospel, both among the emi- 
grants, the recaptured slaves, and the 
natives of the country. They are sup-
